Milwaukee, May 17.—The most sen­ 
sational testimony that has been pre­ 
sented to the special Insurance investi­ 
gating 
committee of tho 
Wisconsin 
legislature was given W ednesday af­ 
ternoon when Insurance Commission­ 
er Host of the Wisconsin departm ent 
Of insurance testified before the com­ 
mittee that on June 16, 1903, the day 
on which tho hearing in the case of 
the State of Wisconsin 
against the 
Equitable Life Assurance society of 
the United States for a compulsory 
distribution 
of I he surplus 
of that 
company to Wisconsin policyholders 
was to be held by him, Secretary of 
State W alter L. Houser entered the 
insurance commissioner’s office and 
imiid that ii Mr. Host would render a 
decision 
in accordance 
with a slip 
handed 
him by 
Mr. Houser 
to Mr. 
Host, which Would have been a de­ 
cision favorable to the Equitable com­ 
pany, that the Equitable Life Assur­ 
ance society would give $2,000 to­ 
ward a campaign fund for a renomina­ 
tion of the stute officers in the next 
campaign. 
Tho slip which Insurance Commis­ 
sioner 
Host 
testified Secretary 
of 
State Houser handed to him was pre­ 
sented 
to the committee 
aud con­ 
tained on it these words: 
“Petition is denied and same is dis­ 
missed tor the reason that a determ i­ 
nation of the subject thereof requires 
the exercise of judicial function that 
cannot be exercised by the defend­ 
ant. 
Would Stop Similar Proceedings. 
“It is further announced as a rule 
of this 
department that 
no similar 
proceedings 
be entertained 
until a 
final adjudication of the same is had 
in the courts of the state." 
Mr. Host testified that he told Mr. 
Houser that he would think the m at­ 
ter over. 
His decision 
was against 
the Equitable Life Assurance society, 
which afterward took the case into the 
courts and there obtained a rule ad­ 
verse to Mr. Host's order for a com ­ 
pulsory distribution of the surplus on 
deferred 
dividend policies 
at least 
once in five years. 
Insurance Commissioner Host fur­ 
ther testified that Robert Luscombe, a 
lobbyist who has for years represent­ 
ed Eastern insurance 
companies be­ 
fore various legislatures, telephoned 
to him three times from Chicago be­ 
tween J u ne IG a nd July 31. Iii UIL tim 
latter having been the day on which 
Mr. Host rendered his decision and 
asked Mr. Host to come to Chicago, 
saying he thought he had an argument 
which would convince Mr. Host that 
the statute in question was not com­ 
pulsory. 
Secretary of State Houser took the 
stand in his own defense and admitted 
that he and Luscombe were friends

strikers, but at tho yards of Sutton 
Sudderlv there was a fierce fight in 
which three men were wounded.

"Whatever m easure of prosperity it 
has enjoyed,” says the statement, “is 
not traceable to illegal or reprehensi­ 
ble methods, but to its economic and 
elaborate industrial organization, Gov­ 
erning 
as it 
does every 
detail of 
transportation, manufacture and ad­ 
ministration." 
The statem ent declares that the es 
Ornate that, the company saves $750,- 
000 a year through the operation of 
certain freight rates could only have 
been arrived at by theorizing.

’rho statem ent says that, generally 
speaking, th** re is a competing refinery 
in almost every section of the United 
States whi re the Standard lins a r«- 
fininery exeunt at Whiting.

These conditions are said by promi­ 
nent iron men to have caused the Pick- 
ands Mather people to suspend opera­ 
tions on section S in order to permit 
other mines to be developed so that all 
would be ready to ship at about the 
same time and thus be able to command 
facilities and rates that one mine alone 
could never secure.
